Mereanfilc cstablishmonts in tlie Stnti' of Wiisli- 
ington must in the future pay female employees 
not less than $10 a week. So decrees the State 
Wage Commission, to whom money is no object, be* 
cause some one else pays the bill. 

"Verily, the laborer is worthy of his hire," 
quotes the politician whose reading of economics 
never gets beyond the ebapter on "IIow To (Irt 
Votes." Yes, he or she is worthy of it. and should 
receive every penny; but the amount of hire should 
be fixed by earning capacity. 

Capital also demands a minimum wii'.'i'. If it 
cannot get a reasonable return it may refuse to 
work. A commission may fix the amount an em- 
ployee shall receive when working, but it cannot 
guarantee employment. 

Fix a minimum wage at anjr figure, and w hat is 
the result t As a matter of business, no man will 
pay more than a commodity is worth to him. What 
is to be done with the person in any liii<' nf i inploy- 
raent whose earning capacity ia less than the mini- 
mum wagef The employer will not pay the mini- 
mum. The law would forbid the cinploycc lo worK- 
for less. His altiriuitive is to starve or enter the 
4«nks of some lower paid employment, and crowd 
out another less efBcicnt than he. This means in 
the end that a stiitiitory miiiirnnm wiiL'r bfcomcs in 
practice a maximum wage. Tlie secondary conse- 
quences of Ruch a law are cmel in the extreme. 

It may and sliould be possible to improve the 
present system of fixinp; wages. Rnt the way Ims 
not yet been devised. And until it has. awkward, 
unscientific attempts at blue sky labor legislation 
will ahv .iys I (1 ease a train of evils, but cure none. 
— ^Wall Street Journal.

Each aueeeeding year has 
the Grand Army through Its Command- 
1 rs issueil similar orders, 'til today not 
a village or hamlet but is looking for- 
ward with tender thoughta to aome kind 
of special observance ot Memorial Hay 
— when answering y to duty's call with 
liearts made tender and thoughts more 
pure, choice flowers they'll bring, and 
for t».ie day at least work will be laid 
asiile and all discord will vanish. T-et 
the children lake part in the services. 
Let them be taught the sacredness of 
tbe day. It is a great opportunity to 
teach them lessons in loyalty, patriot- 
ism and reverence for their conntry's 
flag.

Iu Ohio By Chesapeake & Ohio To 
Build Through Scioto Valley — 
Work To Ba Oommencod at 
Onea. 

Columblls, Ohio. — The dcveloiimcnt 
program of the (;iiesapcake and Ohio 
through Ohio, soon to be started, will 
involve the expenditure of over (lo, 
i iid.dtu). It will m.ike the Chesapeake 
one uf the luijiortaiit roads of the State, 
when tbe Hocking Valley is considered 
as a part of that system. Work is to 
be started ia tka next few weeks on the 
construction of a new line l)ridgi"ag tbe 
Ohio near Portsmouth and running Iu 
this city, a distance of 92 miles. This 
line will parallel a double-tracked por 
tion of the Norfolk k Westarn line. It 
will lie clicapi'r to build than to use the 
Norfolk and Western tracks, as the lat 
ter would have to ctfaatruet three or 
four tracks, and would expect the C'hes 
apoake to pay a large part of the cost 
and a heavy ainui;il rental. With the 
c(yiip)ation of this line the Chesapeake 
wilt have direct traeks to tke laka with 
its great tminage. Access to tka eoal 
fields, which are well supplied with Are 
clay, limeatone, coal and coke, arc c\ 
pacted to encourage the building o1 
steel mills and this would meaa a re 
tui«n freight of ore from the lakes, 
which ia what the t hesnpeake needs 
more tbaa aaytbing else. Wjth this <le 
velopmeat it is aaticipated that heavy 
traffte over the Hockibg .Valley north 
of Culuinbus will make necessary the 
laying of a second track to Toledo. Thi^ 
i.s uadarstood to be a )>urt of the im 
provement program. There has been 
117,000,000 aet aalde by the Cheaapeake 
out of enniiiigs of the next ilve years 
for this tfad other improvements.
